is unchanged from the 270,000,000 
to 285,000,000 acres established in 
1940 and in most cases payments 
are substantially the same. 

In some cases rates are lower be- 
cause of the larger funds available 
for conservation practices; increases 


in funds for crops with smaller 
acreage allotments; higher partici- 
pation; and increased yields. Rates 
are higher in some cases, the de- 
partment said, as the result of de- 
creased acreage allotments for some 
crops. 


In line with its emphasis on soil 
conservation the department an- 
nounced the following increased 
rates for computing soil-building al- 
lowances: 


For general crops and non-de- 
pleting acreage in deficit general 
crops areas, an increase from 63 
cents per acre in 1940 to 70 cents 
per acre in 1941; for non-depleting 
acreage in surplus producing gen- 
eral crop areas, 50 cents per acre 
compared with 49% cents this year; 
and for commercial vegetable areas, 
70 cents per acre compared with 
63 cents this year. 


The rate for commercial orchards 
and restoration lands remained un- 
changed at $1.80 per acre and 45 
cents per acre respectively. For the

DESPITE ALL the national ad- 
ministration’s efforts to prevent it, | 
an upward tendency in a great 
many prices is noticeable. It isn’t 
, Pronounced 
# enough yet to 
be called infla- 
tion. Neverthe- 
less Wendel) 
Willkie suggests 
that inflation is 
what it’s the be- 
ginning of. 
What’s more, it 
worries New 
Deal adminis- 
trationists. 

For instance, 
Leon Hender- 
son, our defense 
council's chief 
economist. is opposing it vigorous- 
ly. The consumers’ spokesmen and 
spokeswomen in our various de- 
fensive and economic units also are 
appealing strenuously to our 
wholesalers’ organizations to put 
brakes upon any violent rise in our 
living costs, because naturally con- ; 
sumerdom must feel the first ef- | 
fects of it. And wholesalers gener- 
ally profess compliant intentions. 
The question is. though, can they 
make good on them. if the bulge: 
continues and gains greater and, 
greater proportions ? { 

The New Dealers’ contention is | 
that our government's _ deficit : 
spending, its unprecedented nation- ! 
al debt and the increase in its| 
limit, asked for by Treasury Secre- | 
tary Morgenthau, involve nothing : 
inflationary. Still. a government 
can overstrain its credit, in which | 
event its money shrinks in buying ' 
power—that is, prices sky-hoot. 

Not Near Limit? 

Maybe we haven't reached that | 
point yet, or a point anywhere 
near it. 

However. we've seen it happen ' 
in other countries. A few years ago, 
it happened throughout Germany, ! 
so that a man with a several-thou- | 
sand-mark bank account couldn't 
draw all his cash out and buy a 
decent meal with it. Finally the. 
Germans had to abandon their old- ' 
fashioned marks altogether and: 
invent a new kind. 

I've observed the same thing in 
some of the Latin Americas. Illus- 
tratively, Paraguay hasn’t any, 
money at all, of its own, that any- 
body’ll accept. Business is trans- 
acted there in English, Yankee, Ar- 
gentine or Brazilian currency. 

Of course we shan't so overdo 
ourselves. All the same, perhaps 
we can overdo ourselves somewhat, 

Even as substantial a republic as 
Argentina did it. The Argentines 
started off with, as their unit, a 
peso, equivalent to about 94 cents in 
our Yankee dollar. The peso was re- 
deemable on a basis of 100 per cen- 
tavos. But the government present- 
ly had issued so much paper that

, the peso’s buying power slumped 


' value. 


to less than one-half its nominal 
Accordingly, many  vyears 
ago, the Buenos Aires congress an- 


nounced: ‘“Henceforward the peso ; 


will be redeemable at only 44 cen- 
tavos per peso.” It’s been that way 
ever since. If that wasn’t inflation- 
ary. I’m no judge of inflation. 


Here in the United States such 


| prognosticators as Leon Hender- 


son, to mention a pro-New Deal 
authority, see peril of a different 


| sort of inflation of living costs. 


Cut Unemployment 
Unemployment’s being sopped 
up very rapidly. The hitherto un- 
employed, though, are going large- 


| ly into military preparedness pro- 


duction or into our conscription 
army. Possibly our peace time in- 
dustries will soon find themselves 
with an actual scarcity of workers. 
If so, there's likely to be an actual 
shortage of processed stuff to eat 
and wear, to shelter us, to run our 
street cars and railroads, et cetera. 
Correspondingly our peace indus- 
trial toilers, back in jobs again, 
will have increased consumptive 
capacity, and our conscripts will 
have to eat, wear clothes and oc- 
cupy barracks like sixty. 

With consumption thus competi- 
tively expanced and peace produc- 
tion probably short handed, with a 
skimpy supply and a vastly great- 
er demand, why won't prices go sky- 
ward? They will, is the expert pre- 
diction. 

To be sure, the industrial crowd 
doubtless will see to it that they're 
taken care of. As prices rise, the 
workingmen’s unions will insist on 
correspondingly advanced wages— 
and they'll get ’em. They're start- 
ing to attend to it already. 

Boosts in the white collar ele- 
ments’ incomes will lag. They al- 
ways do. 

Ditto the incomes of folk depend- 
ent on invested money’s returns. 

The farmers’ outlook is proble- 
matic. They have so large a sur-' 
plus on hand already that presum- 
ably it will be a long while before 
it’s exhausted. 

At best, it looks like a boom 
ahead. A boom is what Leon Hen- 
derson is afraid of. He’s observed 
one or two and doesn't like what 
follows them.
